A RETURN “of the Rates for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland , struck since the 29th 
day of September 1846 ; showing, in each Union, the Amount in the Pound of 
Valuation laid on the Electoral Division which was rated Highest, and the Amount in 
the Pound of Valuation laid on the Lowest rated Electoral Division, in respect of the 
same Rate; with the Name of each such Electoral Division; and also showing the 
Amount in the Pound of Valuation which would have given the Sum required had the 
Rate been levied by an equal Poundage Rate on the entire Union.”
